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BASIC-ABSTRACT: 

The message transmission system has a telephone appts (7) for sending the 
message acoustically coupled to a transportable signal generating module 
(1) and linked to a message reception device (6) via the telephone network 
(4). 

The transportable signal generating module has a memory for holding the 
entered messages as information units, subsequently converted into 
analogue acoustic signals fed to the telephone apparatus via an acoustic 
transducer. The message reception device incorporating a processor for 
automatic processing of the received messages. 
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ADVANTAGE - Allows messages to be transmitted during telephone network 
low tariff periods. 
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
